The methods of disseminating this 


insect from placa to plaie shculd be 
understood by all persons who are 
growing trees or shrubbery. In order 
to get these points clearly in mind it IE 
necessary to understand the life his- 
tory of this pest as givei in a later 
chapter of this series of articles. It 
should be kept in mind that the insect 
is able to more of its own accord only 
during the first day or two of its life, 
and it then fixes or fastens itself to 
bark, lea! or fruit, and after a scale in- 
sect is once fixed It cm never free it- 
self or move to another point. Thus 
it can be understood that the fixed or 
adult Sin Josa scale is never carried or 
spread s? that it will live in its new 
quarters excepting when on wood that 
is going to grow again. In other words, 
the scale, when old enough to be fixed, 
is carried from place to p'aae only 
upon plants that are t3 be transplant- 
ed or upon cuttings, buds, scions or 
grafts. 


While the scale will be found upon 


ripe fruits it does not feed upon fruits 
after they commence to ripen hence 
does not multiply and is not spread 
whi'e upon fruits that are ripe. It is 
perfectly safe to ship frcm oie part of 
the country to another fruits that are 
infested without the least fear or dan- 
ger of dissemirating the pest, because 
it cannot tree itself from the. fruits 
upon which it is fixed, and after years 
of trial experiments with infested 
fruits of all kinds obtainable we are 
prepared to say that we have never 
baen able to obtainyourg scale insects 
from parents that were upon fruits 
that were commencing to ripen or ma- 
ture. This shows the injustice of tbe 
lawn ot tome European countries which 
attsmpt to prevsnt tbe introduction of 
the San Jose scale there by the prohi- 
bition of the sale of aid importation 
of American fruitsini the confiscation 
Md desttuctirn of all shipments of 
fruits which have among them even a 
very few specimens of the tcile insect. 
Such laws are but useless restrictions 
as they are evidently based upon igno- 
rance of the fact that the scale cannot 
be brought in So any country by such 
means. 


After an infested tree is once planted 


in an orchard it is solely in the young 
or frea-moving state thia pest passes 
or is carried from tree to tree, unless 
cuttings, tuoh as buds or grafts, 1 
used. 
To prevent its spread upcn 


such cuttings these should be placed 
into a vessel that caa be tightly closed, 
like a wash boiler, and fumigated with 
Hydrocyanic Acid Gas or Corbon Bi- 
sulphide. The means of carrying the 
young insee's are various, as they are 
known to be transported by any agency 
that will bear them from ono tree to 
another. Chief among these, agencies 
are birds, npcn the fest of which the 
young insects may crswl and be car- 
ried to a distant tree. Proof of this is 
found in the facts that f requantly the 
infestation starts in that part of the 
tree where a bird's nest is found, and 
that the pest is more uniformly and 
extensively distributed where certain 
birds, such as the English sparrow are 
most abundant. 
Some persons have 


used this as on argument against the 
American robin, but such reasoning it 
not proper because the young scale is 
liable to be carried upon the feet of 
any kind of bird that will alight upon 
an infested branch, and it is also car- 
ried in a great many other waya be- 
sides by 
I birds. Thus, if all the rob- 


ins in the state were destroyed it could 
not perceptibly lessen cr check the 
spread of the San Jose scale. 


This pest, when young, is also car- 


ried up in large insects, such as grass- 
hoppars, June bugs, aud other beetles, 
fl'es, been, etc., upon which it may 
crawl.

TORTOISE SHELL. 


Tlie Bent lutllutii)!! of K In Miule of 


Celluloiil. 


"Celluloid makes the best imiiatiou 


of tortoise shell." says a manufacturer. 
''It has the requisite hardness and lus- 
ter and approximates so closely to the 
real shell that, although 1 have han- 
dled both products many years, I can- 
not always tell one from another at a 
glnneo. 
Of course I can do so by 


making a clow inspection. The ability 
to distinvuMj shell from celluloid by 
tlie appearance can only be acquired 
by years of experience in handling 
both. 


"Tlie principal way in which cellu- 


loid is revealed is In iis susceptibility 
to the inllueucc of heat. Hold a cel- 
luloid comb in your hand and the heat 
of the body will cause the teeth, after 
a tew moment*, to give a trifle, aud 
there is nut tin- elasticity In springing 
back that you will observe in real 
shell. Tortoise shell will uot bcud un- 
less subjected to heat at the boiling 
point. There is. of course, a great dif- 
ference in the celluloid employed in 
manufacturing combs, and some of the 
iionibh that are put out under that 
name are not entitled to the designa- 
tion. Even when the celluloid is of the 
highest grade it then should be season- 
ed from three t,i tu-olve months in or- 
der that (here imiy lie no danger of it 
shrinking,"—Jewelers' Circular.
